themselves being very exclusive, not being very Catholic,

The order preference for 
movies from the most the least preferred 
was musical comedies, historical romances, 
Western stories, and love stories. Interest 
both gangster and G-men pictures was 
waning. Forty-seven per cent youth 
dicated that they were satisfied with the 
movies general. 

The popularity reading during leisure 
hours has already been stated. Little the 
reading was done through the libraries. 
Only 47.8 per cent the youth who were 
living within reach libraries had used 
them within the year the survey. Only 
10.4 per cent had library book “out” 
when the group was interviewed. Balti- 
more, per cent the college graduates 
had made use the library within the 
year.

Objectives the Activity Program 


The objectives this program might 
be: practical Catholicism, academic inter-

None 
the activities expected achieve one 
and only one these objectives. Being the 
kind beings are, all our development 
and traits are affected simultaneously 
just illness affects all over, and not 
merely one part the body.

What are some the activities for the 
development practical Catholicism?

There are such 
events holydays obligation. regard 
these numerous activities, challenging 
questions arise: Are these activities run for 
the benefit the administration for the 
benefit the student? they induct the 
students into the type Catholic Action 
that should characterize them adults? 
Are the proclaimed purposes violated? One 
wonders, for example, dances should 
the high lights the Catholic Action and 
mission activities. 

What are some activities that might 
promote academic interest and intellectual 
growth? There are those self-expression 
writing, speech, and music: such 
Newspapers, annuals, dramas, forensics, 
banquets, panel discussions, bands, and 
glee clubs. There are various academic 
Latin, science, literary, local and 
national honor societies. Should these 
academic clubs affiliated with state and 
national societies, such the Junior 
Academy Science and the Audubon 
Society? they were, students would prob- 
ably better prepared for spending their 
leisure hours after they have graduated. 
Other activities are trips industrial 
plants, bird sanctuaries, shrines, monu- 
ments, art galleries, zoos, museums, and 
botanical gardens. improbable that 
all these academic and cultural items are 
considered during formal classes; yet, they 
are important the students. 
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pertinent problem relation 
leisure time and intellectual growth the 
use public libraries. The results the 
Youth Survey are disappointing. Even 
though the Survey showed that only 47.8 
per cent youth had used library within 
12-month period, yet Wrenn and Harley 
(3:87) state that “youth are the principal 
users the What can done 
promote the use libraries? Classes 
can visit them learn their possibilities.

(3:230). May not possible get 
some students interested the “book- 
mobiles” that supplement the Catholic 
summer schools?

Such lectures might broaden the inter- 
ests youth. travelogue, scientific, 
religious, and other lecturers are brought 
the schools, students would not only 
read about such topics but they would 
inclined participate such cultural 
affairs later life. Another result would 
training the exercise some judg- 
ment the choice radio programs and 
movies. 

Wrenn and Harley (3:37) state that 
the radio run five hours daily the 
believe that during leisure time 
only. the other hand, known 
good “time killer.” Consequently the 
schools should study its possibilities. 
means directed program, perhaps 
through centralized broadcast system, 
perhaps through club, perhaps through 
bulletin boards school papers, pupils 
could educated worth-while broad- 
casts. Thus the “perpetuation adoles- 
cence through the dominant thirteen-year- 
old programs the radio” (3:36) would 
curtailed. 

Perhaps through use motion pictures 
class and cocurricular activities, 
pupils could trained select the movies 
they attend. Legion Decency ratings 
give definite tool with which work. 
How many pupils are aware the Legion 
listings and where find them? The 
potential dangers the movies are well ex- 
pressed Wrenn and Harley (3:26): 


are all familiar with the modest superla- 
tives which each season’s crop romantic 
films advertised more breathtaking, heart- 
rending, and soul-searching than the last. 
these pictures came anywhere near their de- 
scriptions, young people ought not 
allowed see them. The effect the 
promised emotional debauches could not fail 
harmful. But fact know that they 
turn out great deal less exceptional 
than the claims made for them. 

The school activities that have for their 
primary objective the development the 
personality the social area are the club 
organizations, some which exist all 
schools. 

1930 the National Survey Secondary 
Education studied two dozen high schools 
where such activities were well developed and 
found average twenty-five organized 
groups each. the total 606 organiza- 
tions, per cent could described hobby 
clubs, one fourth departmental clubs, one 
fourth affording opportunity for the prac- 
tice writing, acting, public speaking, 
music, and one fifth devoted the personal 
improvement the student through encourag- 
ing leadership, school service, the develop- 
ment desirable moral traits, social manners, 
and on. All the four categories this 
classification obviously have recreational value 
varying degrees (3:73). 

The clubs can, and probably should, 
sponsor mixed affairs such dramas, 
parlor games, hobbies, 
picnics, and dances. Each club could profit- 
ably plan variety activities whose aim 
develop the personality and create 
interest adult recreational activities. 
“Making money” should not direct 
objective. problem for all 
schools the exclusion the majority 
the students from existing clubs. The Na- 
tional Survey Secondary Education 
reported that sponsors felt that extracurric- 
ular activities interfered with their work 
and that not one five sought beginners 
for their activities (3:78). The remedy 
for sponsors seek beginners and for 
home-room teachers sell the activities 
their students. 

The activities that provide physical de- 
velopment are well known that they 
will not reiterated. However, some prob- 
lems are: (1) program for all; (2) 
active, rather than passive participation 
sports; (3) variety sports, especially 
those suitable for adults; (4) suitable 
time day for games certainly sports 
program the middle the school day 
not conducive either health aca- 
demic concentration after the activity; (5) 
emphasis outdoor activities 
picnicking, and on. 

That guidance and citizenship may 
promoted the activity program gen- 
erally admitted. All experienced teachers 
can cite examples former students whose 
present occupation and civic leadership 
are outgrowth their activity interest 
while school. The fact that Mr. Bell 
recommends that there guidance clinics 
the proposed community centers indi- 
cates that believes that counseling 
should related leisure-time activities. 
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Most teachers are better qualified ad- 
vise students vocationally, morally, 
any area—if they observe them during 
participation activities. Most likely the 
formulators the standards for junior 
colleges the Southern Association had 
the same viewpoint when they specified 
Article that “As far possible, every 
teacher should have some responsibility 
for contact with students their extra- 
curricular activities.” Citizenship, too, 
promoted these activities: learning the 
democratic way life, learning about 
events and places that are occasion for 
civic pride, and getting experience 
democratic leadership. 

Thus far, this discussion has shown 
which activities might achieve the various 
aims activity program. Before any 
these activities are encouraged, ad- 
ministration should have adopted set 
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guiding principles policies. The follow- 
ing are presented possible ones:

Teachers now have the awful respon- 
sibility training the minds and spirits 
our children that they may win this 
total war the spirit. behooves us, 
therefore, rid ourselves the dangerous 
delusion that nothing like this has ever 
confronted the nation before. must 
discover the mistakes made total 
war generation ago. They were excusable 
then, for were new spiritual and 
mental total war, but have excuse 
for repeating these errors now. Let take 
stock our position now lest someone 
the future may say, never before have 
people ignored the lessons the past 
and “never before” themselves into com- 
plete futility. 


What Democracy Means 
must bear mind all times that 
are fighting for the preservation 
democracy, and that democracy for all

practical purposes means good 
and honorable government. gain little 
speculating technical definitions 
learned dissertations what democ- 
racy ought be. most 
democracy means simply good government 
opposed the diabolical tyrannies 
totalitarianism, and the children under 
our guidance might say that democ- 
racy means rule under which the good 
man not prevented force guile 
trickery from doing good and under which 
the bad man always prevented from 
doing evil. government which prevents 
good from being done and encourages evil, 
injustice, and hatred not good govern- 
ment, and cannot what mean popu- 
larly (and may say truly) democracy. 
can show children how this works out 
rule the classroom, rule which brings 
benefits all making easy for the 
good good, and hard for the bad 
evil. can show our children how in- 
human classroom tyranny might 
indicating the effect them rule 
which prevented good and encouraged evil, 
injustice, brute force, and hatred. 

Since children seem possess in- 
herent sense the just and inherent 
revulsion from the unjust, they will 
likely grasp the fundamentals good 
government from this object lesson. Cer- 
tainly, they will grasp this concrete lesson 
far better than they will able per- 
ceive and understand abstract principles 
such are found the Declaration 
Independence, the Constitution, and the 
speeches statesmen. should not for- 
get that children are children, and that

adolescents are adolescents. Because they 
are children and adolescents, they cannot 
understand things that require adult men- 
tality and experience for understanding. 
result these abstract principles remain 
only words and phrases them. They 
memorize them and can repeat the words

and phrases are soon forgotten. Memory 


without understanding futile. 
Here again teachers Catholic schools 


have great opportunity, for fundamental 


democracy and good government the 
basic Christian principle the worth 
the individual soul and spirit. must 


show the child and adolescent again and 


again how this doctrine the value 
the individual fundamental good 
government, and that this principle basic 
Christianity. the Catholic child, 
then, the principles his religion must

Christian one’s mind and 
difficult enough ordinary times, 
but when the dehumanizing influences 
and brutality are encouraged 
then the fight tries our souls 
limit. Yet, anyone who accepts hatred, 
brutality, and intolerance into his heart 
become his heart totalitarian, and 
has surrendered cravenly the enemy 
are fighting.

minds. this will require tremen- 
dous amount patience and moral

The 
children reported Catholic mothers and 
equal number Catholic fathers missing 
Mass. Only mothers attended Mass and only 
Catholic fathers. Such were the facts. The 
parents, who were give good examples, fell 
down miserably. But aside from the example 
the matter, the children must have realized

Religious education formed the theme 
the Wednesday morning session. Brother 
Bernard Schad, S.M., made impressive 
argument for vital religious education 
inspired teacher. 

Father Raymond Bourgoin, S.T.B., out- 
lined comprehensive course marriage for 
the fourth year, and Very Rev. Msgr. John 
Fallon urged even greater efficiency the 
development Catholic men and women 
responsible citizens. 

The Thursday morning session took 
the first major problem the acceleration 
high school students for war purposes.

the entire educational program, reducing the 
elementary school six years and continuing 
high school and the college the four years. 
program acceleration enabling students 
graduate with the bachelor’s degree the 
age would eliminate enormous waste 
time and instructional effort and would 
overcome the lapse intellectual stimulus 
which now occurs throughout the American 
school system. 

Rev. Dr. Carroll Deady, Detroit, 
answering the proposal, urged that the ele- 
mentary school cannot cut its program two 
years without losing vitally important skills, 
knowledges, and attitudes, which, even 
years, are difficult impart all chil- 

ren. 

The discussion, participated Rev. 
Edmund Goebel, Rev. Julius 
Haun, Winona; Brother Philip, 
New York; and Father Joseph Mulhern, 
S.J., New Orleans, brought out rather general 
opposition the proposal. was

“There are 250,000 Catholic missionaries 
priests, Sisters, and the foreign 
fields, 2500 whom are Americans. 

With the advent war the whole picture 
has been changed. During the Spanish revolu- 
tion, 5500 priests were murdered the 
atheistic forces pretendedly fighting for de- 
mocracy. France, the war with 
Germany, there were 17,500 priests serving 
the army, not chaplains but soldiers. 
Poland, Catholic country with great 
Catholic tradition, has been hardest hit. 
Ninety per cent the priests Poland are 
reported killed, wounded, imprisoned. 
The losses Belgium and Holland have not 
been great other countries, but, under 
Nazi domination, the Catholics are unable 
anything for the missions. Ireland has been 
generous giving vocations, but has not 
the numbers from which draw. Italy has 
performed great service for the missions 
and can expected again when the 
war over. However, for the time being, 
Italian missionaries are cut off from all terri- 
tories with the exception North Africa. The 
Holy Father, realizing the world situation, can 
look only the Catholics America. 

“Relatively speaking, the United States has 
not done great work for the missions yet. 
The missionary program the Church has 
not succeeded well might have because 
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have neglected our schools the essentials 
mission education. have tried satisfy 
ourselves with the idea that have 
mite-box collection during the Lenten season 
have fulfilled our missionary duty edu- 
cators. But, while following this program, 
great numbers our students have been left 
largely ignorant the. work the Church 
the home missions the United States 
and the foreign fields Africa, India, 


China, Japan, and the islands the 
“These attitudes were confronted, some 


years ago, small group apostolic 
teachers and students the United States 
who started the organization that known 
the Catholic Students’ Mission Crusade. 
The founders the Crusade laid down 
threefold program constant 
prayer for the missions, personal sacrifice for 
the support missions and missionaries, and 
study the missionary problems confronting 
the Church the United States and all 
the foreign lands. The Crusade has grown 
now numbers 800,000 members and the 
largest Catholic youth organization the 
country. its program mission education 
has been adopted schools, have noted 
vastly improved apostolic spirit among the 
students and marked increase mission 
vocations. Already have supplied more 
than half the mission vocations coming 
from the United States.

Although essential, mastery subject matter 
not necessarily guarantee that person 
thus equipped will teach satisfactory course 
religion. Most here present have had 
the personal experience attending college 
university courses taught professors 
having the doctor’s degree, and yet, found 
them anything but good teachers. Other 
factors must, therefore, present. Here are 
two pictures classroom work:

The intelligence this teacher 
and his effusiveness and enthusiasm were 
contagious, creating powerful force 
motivating the students before him. 

“Directing attention now from the teacher 
the students, you found class that was 
not only quiet and attentive, but class 
real American boys, showing healthy 
vitality. The pupil-teacher cooperation that 
pervaded the atmosphere was most delightful 
witness. The stimulation thought soon 
gave expression frequent questions from 
the students, questions characterized the 
same intelligence and definiteness purpose 
that the teacher who put lot into this 
course religion both before and during the 
class period, and was amply repaid the 
student response. assure you 
was real pleasure spend minutes 
this room, for you felt yourself the 
presence inspirational teacher, and 
similarly inspired class young men. You 
realized that having such healthy situation 
continue day after day, these young men 
should leave school, not only equipped with 
definite knowledge their religion, but also 
with enthusiasm for further study the 
doctrines holy Church, enthusiasm that 
would seek outlet the various forms 
Catholic Action. Here was inspired teaching, 
vitalized learning, functional religion course.

The 
intelligence test the greatest factor dis- 
covering the gifted child. Terman’s classifica- 
tion gives 120 for very bright 
children and those 130 above geniuses 
near geniuses. Average human beings num- 
ber per cent the total population. These 
range intelligence from 110. They set 
the pace for school standards. Thus the cur- 
riculum set for three fourths the 
school enrollment. Those with 130 
above constitute the intellectually gifted 
per cent the population. There are 
approximately two hundred thousand gifted 
the United States. important note 
that not all who possess potentialities for 
achieving will achieve later life. Intellect 
not the only factor involved, but one 
will achieve greatness without great intel- 

“Through the grades the child should 
tested every three years. the results 
the test remain within six points one has 
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rather accurate measure intelligence. For 
the average child group intelligence test may 
adequate, but for the underprivileged child 
and the gifted would well give the 
Stanford revision the Binet-Simon scale. 
The coefficient reliability higher for 
individual test than for group test. Before 
recommending child for special class every 
means possible should taken ascertain 
his fitness. 

“Survey tests should, also, given 
evaluate pupil’s performance. One may give 
general diagnosis test analytical test. 
Survey tests give profile pupil achieve- 
ment the regular fields schoolwork. They 
reveal pupil’s abilities and disabilities. Diag- 
nostic tests become instruments guidance 
the hands trained teacher. Measure- 
ments from diagnostic test are based 
pupil’s performance and not 
capacity determined standardized tests. 
often happens that child may have 
mental age and educational 
achievement age years. Thus, this child 
not achieving according his capacity. 
With our less gifted children try get 
their reading age their mental age. 
statistical study the amount achieve- 
ment needed bring the reading age 
the mental age would welcome study 
elementary teachers. very seldom happens 
that reading age exceeds the mental age. 
profile chart helps the teacher assisting the 
pupil choose his major field endeavor. 
the chart shows the pupil have edu- 
cational age two three years advance 
his chronological age, the pupil should then 
reclassified provide more adequate 
stimulus for learning ability. 

“The training the gifted for the most 
part has been sadly neglected except for 
very few scientific studies. Many are 
perhaps wondering why more leaders are not 
born. Bole says that leaders are made, not 
born. Find your children superior intelli- 
gence and then prepare them for leadership 
the best education possible. 

“Some difficulties met with working out 
enrichment program the elementary 
school level are: (1) few administrators 
are willing experimental work. (2) 
have good teachers, but not many lend them- 
selves pioneering. (3) Not much has been 
published the field. 

“More teachers need contribute profes- 
sional literature, give their findings from 
their daily life, rich experiences. need 
administrators trained the fields research 
and experimental education.”

Theodore Maynard. Cloth, 694 pp. with 
index, $3.50. The Macmillan Co., New York,
